Disrrrcr No. 1.—Charles Woodward, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Minnie T. Clark taught the Summer term of six weeks, having | 
27 pupils. Average attendance 24. This teacher passed a very — 
good examination, but after the first week of school there was a want — 

‘of harmony and good feeling manifested between the teacher and— 
Pst scholars, which had a very deleterious effect upon the school, so that 
the term was not so profitable to the teacher or scholars 2 as it should — 

have been. 

The Winter term of eleven weeks was taught by Miss Ella Li 
Foote of Newport. This is the largest school in town, anu 
84, average 29, while the seating capacity of the senvol-room is only — 

_ 32. We visited this school at three different times, and the general — : 
_ appearance was much improved at each visit: A mistake was here — 
made by several pupils buying books too difficult for them to com- 
_ prehend. At our suggestion most of them were laid by or exchanged ts 
_ for those better suited to their condition, after which, good improve- — on 
ment was made. Each class seemed to receive its proper share of — 
attention, though a more frequent use of the blackboard would have Pik 
been beneficial. Writing was so well attended to as to deserve gl? an 
cial mention, including the recitations in Grammar and Spelling, as _ Fras 
well as in the. Model Copy Book. The discipline of the Sioa wai ae 
Ves NBEY. commendable.

“pear to work for their own improvement. If parents fail to teach 


_ their children the necessity of improving their school days properly 
and the teachers do not perform that duty then and at all times the 
instruction and counsel of the committee should be concurred in by 
the teacher and scholar, otherwise what benefit of the committee’s 
making any suggestions or requirements of the teacher unless they 


are to be adopted, whether in discipline, classification, text books or 


mode of instruction.
